During the Council meeting May 6, Councillor de Bruijn 
suggested that all the members of the council interested 
if participating in the’tour of B, A.C,M, developments in 
Calgary could minimize their transportation costs if 
they made arrangements with P.W, A. 

This piece of information raises the following questions: 

Can Council maintain the wide ranging planning 
perspective required to deal with the proposed B, A C,M. 
annexation in St, Albert if they are exposed to a concen- 
trated sales effort in Calgary? 

Do Town Councils usually participate in ‘en masse’ 
tours with the very developers they are required to 
deal with on annexation proposals? 

Are there any conflicts of interest? 

During the special public meeting held April 29, a 
number of councillors and members of the audience 
evidenced concern over the burden that our rapid rate 
of expansion has placed on our transportation arteries, 
recreation facilities and other municipal and social 
services, Interestingly enough the next stage in the 
Akinsdale development was approved at the May 6 
Committee of the Whole meeting, Councillor Lukay was 
opposed, (This development will pave the way for 
residential development abutting the industrial areas 
in the south east), 

In order to obtain a partial overall perspective of the 
developments facing the council it is useful to assume 
that: 

(1) The BAC.M annexation is a ‘fait accompli’ - 
the Council and B.A.C.M appear to be in the ‘informal’ 
planning stages; (2) The additional stages in Akinsdale 
are approved (another annexation is required to complete 
this development) and (3) the large Allarco annexation 
is approved by the Local Authorities Board, (The town 
opposed Allarco at the L, A B, hearing), 

It is evident that if all of these proposals come to 
fruition, the citizens of St, Albert will experience a 
substantial deterioration in the quality of their life style. 

Mayor Gibbon has suggested that it is virtually 
impossible to stop this development, even if the Town 
was inclined to do so, Clearly if this is the case the 
future seems rather bleak, 

It is suggested that there are no political or socio- 
economic dictums which force us to follow the high growth 
path, 

The citizens of St, Albert can choose alternative 
paths of development, For example we don’t have to 
accept the inevitability of the B,A.C.M, Allarco or 
Qualico annexations, Representation to the Provincial 
Government would ensure that the annexations were 
not approved, 

Clearly there are costs and benefits associated with 
any type of alternative that the residents wish to select, 
They are not unfathomable, Analysis can be carried 
out which give us a fairly hard-nosed basis for making 
such decisions, 

As matters presently stand our path is well deliniat- 
ed: Higher rates of growth, fuelled by piece-meal 
planning and short run perspectives, Massive traffic 


congestion, deterioration of the environment and major 
industrial ization, (The ideal ratio according to Council 
is 50-50 in terms of residential vis-a-vis industrial 
assessment), 

It is suggested that if the residents of St, Albert 
want to choose among alternatives and decide thei own 
fate, that a major reform must be iniated in the manner 
and way development and planning issues are handled 
in the town, 

First the benefits and costs of high, medium, low and 
zero growth need to be spelled out ina succinct and mean- 
ingful manner, (Off the cuff remarks and back of the 
envelope calculations are meaningless), This type of 
analysis would provide us with overall policy guidelines, 

Secondly, all medium and major annexation proposals 
and development agreements should be presented to the 
citizens at public meeting - BEFORE the hearings, 
Private developers should be required to outline the 
benefits and costs of their proposals at these meetings. 

The manner and way development proposals fit within 
a general plan should be handled as a matter of course, 

It is suggested that the citizens of this town can control 
development to fit within their preference structure - and 
within the limits of their ‘pocketbooks’, And it is not at 
all clear that our present course of action will achieve 
any of these objectives,

as their main channel of 
communication, The more 
conventional communication 
mediums such as TV or 
radio cannot be employed 
and it had been the intention

Hospital Auxiliary hears 
about Block parents 


Constable Rick Maynard 
of the RCMP detachment, 
St. Albert, had a very busy 
evening on Monday, May 13, 
He spent the early part of 
the evening at the Lady Lions 
outlining the Block Parent 
Plan and then proceeded to 
the Sturgeon General Hos- 
pital to address the Auxil- 
iary on the same subject. 

Const, Maynard explain- 
ed that the Block Parent 
Program is a_ preventive 
measure, A block parent is 
someone who displays an 
easily recognizable sign in 
his or her window. The sign 
is approximately 10 inches 
square and shows an adult 
holding the hand of a child, 
The figures are bright red 
on a white background and 
the words ‘‘Slock Parent’’ 
are displayed. Tne sign is 
designed to be easily iden- 
tifiable to a child unable to 
read, 

More volunteers are nee- 
ded for this program and 
Constable Maynard would 


that it is not necessary to 
have children in elementary 
school or even to be a par- 
ent to become involved in 
this program, As long as a 
volunteer is a mature and 
responsible adult, encour- 
agement is given to become 
a block parent. 

There have been many 
requests from adults work- 
ing during the day to be- 
come involved in the even- 
ings and weekends and the 
program has been extended 
to include people in this 
category. It was stressed 
that a Block Parent does 
not have to change his or 
her everyday habits and 
block parents are not ex- 
pected to stay home and 
keep constant vigil. When 
a volunteer leaves the house, 
he simply removes the sign 
from the window, 

Sereening of prospective 
block parents is performed 
by the RCMP and is strictly 
confidential, The reason for 
screening is obvious - the 
protection of children with- 


What is expected of block 
parents? Block parents will 
display the sign at a van- 
tage point when they are at 
home, A child needing ass- 
istance will know that help 
is available at ahouse show- 
ing the red and white sign, 
The block parent will con- 
tact the necessary agency 
or the parents of the child 
in distress, Block parents 
are not required to admini- 
ster first aid or to provide 
food. 

The key word of the pro- 
gram is prevention and the 
need for this type of pro- 
gram was, emphasized this 
past week when an attemp- 
ted child molestation in St. 
Albert was reported.

T.M. Lecture draws over 20 


About 24 people attended 


an introductory Transcen- 
dental Meditation lecture at 


Father Jan School on Wed- 


nesday, May 8, Twoinstruc- 
tors, 


Dennis Michealchuk 
and Donna Bratton, conduc- 


ted the lecture which lasted 


almost two hours, 
Mr, Michealchuk elabora- 


ted on the technique em- 
a ployed and the utility of us- 


ing such a _ technique, He 
pointed out that the thought 
process is one which orig- 
inates deep in the mind, at 
the ‘source of thought,’ and 
proceeds upward in the 
mind until it reaches a con- 
scious level where the in- 
dividual becomes aware of 
it, He drew an analogy be- 
tween the thought process 
and ‘bubbles rising in a 
pond,’ The idea is that by 
employing the technique, 
thought is appreciated at a 
finer level, He went on to 
say that it was logical that 
by refining thought, effects 
are felt in activity, 
Scientific evidence was 
produced which demonstrate 
the restful attributes of 
Transcendental Meditation, 
Documented studies illus- 
trate that the technique de- 
creases oxygen consump- 


tion, breath rate, cardiac 
output, and various bioche- 
mical factors, which indi- 
cates that the body is ina 
state of deep rest when me- 
ditating, In comparison with 
other forms of rest, the 
decrease in bodily activity 
is heavily evident, 

Though the body is rest- 
ing during meditation, men- 
tal activity is not reduced, 
Brain wave patterns indicate 
that the mind is very active 
while an individual is me- 
ditating, Mr, Michealchuk 
coined ‘restful-alertness’ as 
a description of Transcen- 
dental Meditation, 

Donna Bratton added in- 
formation which described

During the question per- 
fod Mr, Michealchuk reas- 
sured the class that T,M, 
is not a religious belief, 
He stated that there are 
several priests and mini- 
sters are included in the 
roles of meditators in Ed- 
monton, Approximately -- 
2,500 people are now medi- 
tating in the area and they 
are from all walks of life 
and religious affiliations. 

The teaching process of 
T.M consists of a seven 
step program which must be 
followed, The price for the 
course is $50 for highschool 
students, $60 for post-se- 
condary students, $115 for 
adults, and $180 for a fam- 
ily. The fee is classified as 
a donation and is income tax 
deductable in Canada, About 
10 people registered inter- 
est in attending a second 
lecture,

Water intake and urinary calculi 


in range 


Re-issued by W. O, 
Klatt’s office. 

Urinary calculi, or stones, 
cause the death of large num- 
bers of range calves each 
year by blocking the urethra 
and preventing the flow or 
urine, At the Lethbridge Sta- 
tion, we have found that total 
water intake regulates the 
formation of urinary calculi,

water are consumed with

and grass dry matter was 
reached, 

To obtain information to 
guide us in recommending 
preventative measures, we 
performed an experiment at 
the Manyberries Substation 
in which water intake ofcal- 
ves on range was measured 
several times between birth 
and weaning, The range was 
typical shortgrass prairie 
with needle and thread grass 
and blue grama grass pre- 
dominant, Water intake as 
measured included that ob- 
tained by the calves in milk 
and in the grass eaten as well 
as the free water they drank, 
The amount contributed by 
milk was known from earlier 
experiments, 

We found that water intake 
increased from 11 pounds 
per day at one week of age 
to 33 pounds per day just 
before weaning, Intake rea- 
ched the criti: al level of 3,5 
pounds per pound of grass 
dry matter about mid-Sep- 
tember and afterwards de- 
clined even further, All wat- 
er consumed was inthe form 
of milk at one week of age 


but water from other sources 
accounted for 10 per cent of 
the total at six weeks, 50 per 
cent at 16 weeks, and 75 per 
cent at 23 weeks, Most ofthe 
water consumed in excess of 
that from milk will have been 
free water because the grass 
contained very little mois- 
ture, 

These experiments show 
that calculus formation could 
have begun in the calves in 
mid-September, six weeks 
before they are usually wea- 
ned, Removal of calves from 
native range at this time 
would reduce or eliminate 
calculus formation, But for 
those calves that must re- 
main on range, calculus for- 
mation could be reduced by 
increasing their water in- 
take, Experiments now un- 
derway are designed to test 
the effects of increasing the 
intake of salt on water in- 
take and calculus formation 
in range calves, For this 
purpose, range supplements 
are being provided that con- 
tain up to 20 per cent salt,
